uoratively demanding food that may 
be supplfed. TUs tbould be oppracU 
atod from tbe fact that this appetite b 
incroawd by hard, nclive labor, wear- 
ing away tlio tissnos, while inaetivitv, 
mental and phvsical, i educes it, so thi'it 
not more than one-half of Iho food 
nefilud by tlio active toiler can bo 
readily dbpoeod of by ibo Inactive, the 
lodol(jnt.__. 

In sickness tl eni is but little artlvlty, 
b«it lltllc wiusto of tho ti«uei. coufo- 
qmmtlv. but littio apiKitito, relotively. 
Indeed, in ca» s of acute dbrarei, as 
fevers, inllammatioo and tbe like, as a 
moans of preventing barm from over- 
oatinj;, the np])etite isulteilv d.-.- Iroj'od. 
as the first prvosuliouary i.'tep. and, as 
if to make safely douUr certain, the 
taste b token awiiy. that there ahati bo 
DO temptation, us a matter of sensual in- 
dulgence, to which is a ided, as a very 
deckled precautkinary nioMurc. a nau- 
sea rendering it qnite oortain that food 
ewi not bo rdlshod. This, then, b a 
Very merciful arrangemiriit, since tiilo- 
ing f(x>,l at .siicli a time would tax tiio 
digeetive irawcrs, aggravate the dlsaa- o. 
and. in extreme oaees. might destroy 
lifei Indeed, the brutes oithor know 
(00 much to cat when sick, or arc so 
coolrolled by their instincts that they 
will not, sinoo oven tho swine, very low 
in tho scale of creation, nerempior ly 
rofuso to cat ovon tbe simpli.' food taken 
by them, naturally, wlion in hoolth. In 
acute di.scasoi It is wholly unnatural to 
take food, for Iwth hiiiuan boini,'s snd 
brutes, since sueli food would not only 
tax tho dignstite (wwers, but demugu 
the whola system. We may reasonalNy 
infar that this arrangement ii made on 
the principle that, while in sicknos.s tlio 
system has enough to do without at- 
tending to the digt'stion of food. 

lint It is asked now ono can be nour- 
ished without food during the several 
wcoks in which tlio appetite is su.s- 
liendedP That is plain. Wo are no 
mado that, in sueb an emergency, tbo 
system feeds opon Its fa^ eto., as wo 
may see bv the "hoHow eheek and 
sunken eye" after tho "run 0*1 a fever," 
during which it is by no moans unusual 
for the appetite to bo suspended for five 
or six weeks.

"Tho weight b tho first oonsideration, 
the lightest always being the favorites.

In consc- 
iiuence of tho sickness of his wife in 
New Orleans his remalus were taken 
by a special train to that city, leav- 
ing at 2 o'clock this afternoon, accom. 
pauicd by his son W. D. Richardson 
aii^ friend, Lee Richardson, of Vicks- 
burg, bis nephew, John P. Stevens, 
Mrs. J. B. Withers and several friends 
from there. The remains will be re 
turned here for interment. 

Several yeacs sinoe his motber,who 
was about 90 years of age, left her 
homo in North Carolina to spend 
Christmas with her son when he was 
living hero and died on the cars some 
ttvenly-livc miles north of Jackson 
before reaching her son's home and 
witliotil seeing bim. Col. Uichard- 
son wati lis ye ars old and was the 
largest planter in the world, having 
lilaiilatiuns all over Mississippi and 
Arkansas, and was undoubtedly the 
richest man in the South, his wealth 
running up iuto the millions. 

mOGBAPHICAr,. 

Col. Edmund Richardson was in 
every way a typical Southern man — 
at various times a merchant, a plant- 
er, a manufacturer and a capitalist. 
Ills name is a household word 
throughout the South. lie was born 
In North Carolina near the northern 
boundary line in June, 1818. In his 
Utb year ho became a clerk in a Dan- 
villa (Ky.) dry goods store and sub- 
sequently moved to Jackson, Miss., 
at that time a diminntire village, lie 
soon rose to be a partner and gennral 
manager In a large establishment 
having branches in various towns in 
Mississippi. The natura of his busi- 
ness brought him into close contact 
with tlic ciiKon plaiilers, and be soon 
ontei'cd tbe Hold as a eotloii planter. 
He established a series of stores, all 
under his control, and soon became 
the owner of a large nitniber of plan- 
tations. In 18.V2 he transferred his 
commission and factorage business lo 
Now Orleans. The civil war crippled 
his resources somewhat, but his hon- 
esty, push and excellent reputation 
soon enabled him to recover fioiii 
this shock. The partnership of Rich- 
ardson & May was then entered iuto. 
Mr. Richardson, however, continued 
to devote his attention to his planta- 
tions, all of which be personally man- 
aged. UIr stores and cotton-seed-oil 
mills wore worked in harmony with 
the plantations, and he planted, grow, 
sold and even manufactured bir cot- 
ton into fabrics. His cotton-mills 
at Weston, Miss., wei% very success- 
ful, and Mr. Richardson became the 
"cotton man" of the world. He was 
appointed eoiiimibsioncr of the cotton 
states at the Cetiloiinial exposition 
ill 187C, and vice president of the cot- 
ton exposition at Atlanta, Ga., in '81. 
Ho was the purchaser of the Vicks-

C. J. Norwood, the Inspector of 
Mines for Kentucky, has made a re- 
port to the Governor of his work for 
the two years since the creation ol 
tho ofilce. This work alfunls an in- 
stance of the necessity for new laws 
and uew luslltuliu'us continually 
arising from the growth of the Sute 
in various directions. The report 
gives 1870 as the 4atc of the begin- 
ning of coal-mining as an imporlant 
indttstry in the State, tho output 
prior to that time haviuK depeoded 
chiefly upon local demands. In that 
year it is estimated that less than 170 
OOD tons of coal were mined, while 
ill 18.S4 seventy-six mines yielded 
1.5:t8,i')i tons. The large increase is 
due to the iiiiprovcd facilities afford- 
ed by the railruuds built since 1870, 
which are tbe Chesapeake, Ohio & 
Southwestern, the Cincinnati South- 
ern, the Knoxvllle branch of tbe 
Ixinisvillc & Nashville, and mneb of 
llic Chesapeake & Ohio, not lo men- 
tion some short lines of coal roads 
tributary to these. Yet Mr. Norwood 
deems the coal-minlng industry iu 
this Slate yet iu its infancy. The 
portion of Kentucky coal used in 
Louisville, compared wllli the total 
amount aniiiiallv consumed there- 
from 500,000 to (iOO,000 tons— is small ; 
much smaller than is justified by tlie 
relative merits of the various coals 
shipped to that market. The de- 
mand here is growing, however, the 
prcjiiillc e against Kentucky coal liav- 
ing bcon due to the inferior speci- 
mens at first sent from tbe mines. 
The smount of Kentucky coal brought 
into Louisville over two railroads in- 
creased from 43,000 tons in I8S3 to 
!»7,000 tons In 1881, and Mr. Nor- 
woo 1 thinks thai niiicb larger figures 
will he shown for 1885. About 4,500 
persons are giren employment In tbe 
coal mines, and $1,600,000 is put in 
clrculaUon annually through then. 



The bodies of the i7 mban who 
were buried in tbe coal mine atNanti- 
coke, Pa., Jnst before Christmas will 
never be recovered. 

The pile of debris Is so great that 
they say it would take a yoar to ex- 
cavate the dirt, and then there would 
be no certainty of finding the remains.

Doubtless no question will be more 
prominently before our present Gen- 
eral Assembly than the liquor ques- 
tion, and it is very much to be de- 
sired and hoped that something of 
adellnite and beneficial nature will 
bo done relative tlioreto. Among 
Ihose who lliouglilfully consider tlie 
,natnre of the liquor traflc in our 
' Btate, and who candidly a-sknowlcdge 
the many evils attendant thereto, and 
sincerely desire some adequate reme- 
dy thereto, two tiieories prevail pio- 
dnoing on llie one hand tlie iilua und 
doctrine of "l'rohibition,"on the oth- 
er that of "Uigh License." Without 
entering upon an extended consid- 
eration of tlio arguments pro and con 
put forth by the advocale.s of these 
two doctrines we certainly believe 
that should the law introduced by 
Senator II. C. Dixon bo enacted, il, 
if reasonably enforced, will, in con- 
nection with the operations of the 
'■Local Option Law'' now upon our 
statue books, which the Dlxun law 
leaves entacu will nigh suppress, if 
not exterminate, the more obvious 
and lamentable evils now prevalent as 
the direct results of the liquor traflc. 

The Senator's measure is compre- 
hensive, embracing the whole trallo 
in intoxicating liquors; il i- inotliuil- 
ical, clearly dellulng and classifying 
those who may lawfully traflc there- 
in and seem to handle the whole 
matter in detail, in a thoioiixlily sys- 
teiiiatic iiiuiiiioi'. A hiief analysis of 
the bill showH that those who may 
lawfully tiatic ill intoxicants are 
classiflud as I'ullows: (1.) Dram 
shop keepers. (2.) Ketail li(|iior nier 
chants. (3.) Wliolosalo liquor mer 
chants. (1.) Druggists anil phaiiiia- 
cista. Tlic (liiini shop keepers may 
sell in quaulities less than a quail. 
Jletail liqaor merchants may sell in 
quantit'.ds from a quart up to ten 
gallor^g, not to be drunk upon the 
premises. Wholesale liquor mer 
chants may sell in quantities not less 
tlian ten gallons. Drufj^isls and 
pharmacists may sell, on prcscrip' 
tlon of physician for medical purposes 
only, and In qutiutltles not more 
than one gallon. 

With the dram-shop keeper it deals 
as follows: He must procure of the 
county jiidj,'e a license, payiiii; there 
for into the tjtate Treasury $500 pet 
year for the privilege of dealing m 
aUlutoxioauts; tl60 per year to sell 
ntit liquors only. In addiiion there- 
to if he desires to carry on his busi- 
ness in any city, towu or village iu- 
corporated, he must procure licoiiso 
from the corporate autlioritics, pay- 
ing therefor into the Treasury such 
sum as the anthurities may fix there- 
for, not however less than $250 per 
annum for privilcKo of dealing in all 
intoxicants ; or |1U0 per year whore 
only malt liquors are sold. 

The wholesale and retail liquor 
merchants will procure license of the 
Couuty Judge payiug therefor into 
tlie State Treasury I per an- 
num, and before carrying on tlieir 
business In any city, town or village 
additionai license must be leoared 
of the corporate authorities and a 
tax therefor paid into the municipal 

Treasm-y of not less than I per 

annum. The amounts left blank 
above will be filled with appr.opriale 
sums by Senator Dixon after consul- 
tation with his brother Legislators. 
The druggist and pharmacist must 

Erocuro license of the County Jndj^e 
ut no Slate taxis roiiuireil to ho 
paid by him. lie must also execute 
bond to the Commonwealth before 
the County Judge. Municipal au- 
thorities are left free to regulate 
druggists and pharmacists to deal in 
intoxicants Inil not so us lo conllii t 
with the provi-^ion of tliii Dixon liiu. 

Appropriate penalties are deuouuc- 
ed against those selling without li- 
cense, against those selling to infants 
or inebriates, and against drugglsU 
for selling otherwise than for medi- 
cal purposes and upon prescription, 
and appropriate remedies by Civil 
action are given everyone injured in 
person, property or means of support 
by the selling or furnishing any per- 
son with intoxicants. 

The act expressly pioeerves intact 
the "Local Option Law" of 1871, and 
prohibits anyone granting a license 
to ti-allc in any Intoxicating liquors 
In any place whatever where such 
traflc is prohibited by law.

interests of science and geographical 
discovery more remarkable than that 

of Lieut. H. T. Allen, the gallant 
yoiiiij^ Kentuckian, lliiuu);li the vast 
and trackless territory of Alaska. 
From brief verbal accounts of the 
difficultioe and hardships he encoun- 
tered we are led to tlie opinion that 
the expeditions of Livingston aud 
Stanley through Africa were hardly 
comparable to it. The New York 
Herald speaks of It, from similar in- 
formation, as one of the most notable 
of all explorations, and we presume 
when its details are fully before the 
world no man will be accredited with 
liiglier courage or greater accoin- 
pifshment in this particular respeci 
than the Bath county boy. 

The extreme cold of Alaska, its 
trackless wastes, it* great rivers and 
high mountains were all overcome, 
and an almost complete survey ot 
the territory made by a small parly 
who no transportation alher than 
that afforded by dogs, such as are 
used by the Esquimaux. Senator 
Beck, on Tliui-sday, gave us a vivid 
recital of what he had heard from 
young Allen, and his opinion is that 
i'or privations and difficulties it was 
unequaled by any expedition volun- 
tarily made through any unknown 
legion.

Al- 
ien wrote to Senator Blackburn, and 
among other things, hastily given, 
saiil : "I have done a very high 
peak— a contciiipoiary and co-equal 
of tlic active volcano Wi'aii{;cll— the 
lioiior to call it Ml. Illarkiiurii. X 
have the data to determinate its ele- 
vation, but have not yet worked it" 
When Mr. Becic beard this he said 
he didn't know anything tliat could 
have been more appropriate. Tbe 
compliment is In every respect a high 
one, aa well to the iiiounlaiii as to 
the man, and Senator Blackburn, 
with proper modesty, says it is high- 
er than he deserves. The volcano be- 
longs to the greater class, and we 
liiivc 110 doubt will be fully describ- 
ed in the fortlinoinin^ report, which 
everybody will look for with interest.
